We 
know that St. Mark gathered 
most of his material from con- 
versations with our first pope, 
and we suspect that his Gospel 
was written at Rome. It is the 
shortest:of the four, very much 
like St. Matthew’s, and written 
only a few years later. 

The third has been called 
Mary’s Gospel because it tells 
us more about her than the 
others. St. Luke was not an 
apostle, either, nor a Jew; he 


‘|was a physician, a Greek, and 


he wrote in Greek for the gen- 


tiles of his day. It is St. Luke 


who tells us about the shep- 
herds at Christmas; he tells us 
about. the birth of St. John the 


Baptist, and Our Lady’s visita- 


tion. 

Luke must have been friendly 
with the Blessed Mother and we 
can picture him calling at St. 
John’s home to have a word 
with her and get help in com- 
posing his Gospel. In his Gos- 
pel, one can always notice the 
deep interest of the author in 
every cure. He goes into detail 
about each illness, and describes 
faithfully and in careful lan- 
guage how Our Lord went about 
performing His miracles.

In County Cork 


What a relief to turn from Trial 
to Elizabeth Bowen’s A World of 
Love (Knopf. $3.50). Here is a 
book which ‘is written, not slapped 
together. Every sentence is ex- 
quisitely fashioned. No sentence 
is without meaning and purpose. 
Words are discriminatingly chosen 
and placed. 

A spell is woven and sustained 
to the last. Human beings live on 
the page, the mysterious essence 
of one after another of them is 
caught, their impact on one an- 
other is acutely suggested. Moods, 
tensions, evolving patterns in rela- 
tionships—these and so much else 
which unmelodramatically shapes 
us and our destinies, are beauti- 
fully depicted. 

Alas, there is not much here for 
the seeker of a story of the con- 
ventional sort. Miss Bowen has 
not bothered with a plausible plot, 
and ends her book with a scene 
and a sentence which would be 
nonsensical did one not suspect 
that these are her final fling of 
irony. 

In ah old, shabby house in Coun- 
ty Cork are gathered the contend- 
ing ‘members of an Anglo-Irish 
family: a middleaged woman pho- 
tographer of some renown, her 
taciturn cousin who farms the 
place, his fat, faded wife, and the 
pair’s two daughters, the one 20 
and beautiful, the other 12 and 
sharp-witted. 

This menage centers in a man 
long dead. He once owned the 
house. Both women loved him, 
only to lose him. Jane comes up- 
on some old letters of his, and 
her enchantment with him precipi- 
tates crisis and resolution in her 
elders’ dealings with one another. 

There is here little to get one’s 
teeth into. All is tentative, tenu- 
ous. There are hints, cryptic al- 
lusions, unfinished remarks, 
abruptly cut scenes. Only the 12- 
year old and the earthy maid knife 
through the mist with words and 
actions of obvious import. Still, 
one is drawn into the lives of these 
people, sees and feels the house, 
the landscape, the weather, and re- 
peatedly recognizes echoes of one’s 
own inner experience. 

If one reads this book at all, 
one should do it slowly, reflective- 
ly. It will not give the sort of sat- 
isfaction which comes from a novel 
in the ordinary sense. But it will 
affect and stimulate powers of ap- 
preciation not touched by most

But the penalties for 
this are severe—for the priest, 
the housenolder, and all attending, 
and there is always danger of ex- 
posure by skulking spies. 

The crashing . of Catherine’s 
world is occasioned by the arrival 
of a priest at this house. She 
seems to lose everything she holds 
dear, but there is in store for her 
a faté such as she could wish. 

Brisk and forceful, this novel 
deftly and tellingly works into the 
nirrative every principal element 
in the Elizabethan scene of 1588. 
Miss Kaye-Smith’s art is here at its 
best: literate realism which 
skimps nothing in complex human 
nature, from the appalling to the 
sublime. Be sure to read the book.

Shortcut To Sanctity

HIS letter is from a non-Cath- 
olic reader who has been fol- 
lowing our column: 
“Dear Alberta: 

“Our Sunday Visiter always has 
good reading in it. It seems to 
give its non-Catholic readers a 
warm welcome. That is why I did 


not think you, being a convert, 


would mind if I sent you a story 
about a little boy who goes to a 
Sunday School where I attend. oc- 


casionally. 


“Tommy is quite a boy. Some 
people call him ‘bad,’ but he is not 
really bad, just mischievous like 
Dennis the Menace in the funny 
pictures. His conduct is so atten- 
tion-getting that his Sunday School 
teacher was worried when he was 
very quiet and well-behaved the 
other Sunday. She thought he 
either was sick or else he was do- 
ing something on the sly that she 
could not see. 

“*Tommy, what are you doing?’ 
she asked. 

_ “‘Multiplyipg,’ was the surpris- 
ing answer. 

“*You mean like two times two?’ 
the perplexed teacher asked. 

“*T mean two times good,’ the 
beginner in multiplication answer- 
ed. ‘Il am being twice as good be- 
cause I came late today. I have to 
make up for the time I lost, on ac- 
count of my mommy says the 
only time I ever behave is at Sun- 
day School.’ 

“His teacher says if what she 
gets from him asa rule is his good 
behavior, she surely pities his par- 
ents when he is ‘bad.’ But don’t 
you think it cute that he was ‘be- 
ing twice as good’ because he came 
met ig” 

Being a convert come late to our 
labor for God, in contrast to the 
cradle Catholic, we always have 
the urge to be twice as good to 
make up for lost time, too. “Two 
times good,” as the little boy put 
it. We ran into difficulties. That 
was before we learnec’ about “Ma- 
rian multiplication of graces.” 

The problematical “goodness” of 
one penitent is a feeble beginning. 
If that penitent gives himself (or 
herself) to Mary, in one sweeping 
disposal of self, in this manner— 
“. . . 1 deliver and consecrate to 
thee . . . my body and soul, my 
goods, both interior and exterior, 
and even the value of all my good 
actions, past, present, ahd future; 
leaving to thee the entire and full 
right of disposing of me, and all 
that belongs to me, without excep- 
tion, according to thy good pleas- 
ure, for the greater glory of God, 
in time and in eternity...” — 
his minimum of goodness is in- 
creased by Mary’s maximum of 
goodness. This is Marian multipli- 
cation. 

The result is that God gets 
“Mary times one soul’s goodness.” 


| We who are banded together in the 


Confraternity of Mary, Queen of 
ll Hearts, give all that we achieve 
to the common. storehouse which 


Mary, in turn, puts at the disposal 
of each individual soul in time of 
need. The soul that gives itself to 
Mary gets Mary in return. The 
soul that gets Mary gets Jesus. We 
-begin to see how goodness can be 
multiplied. 


Late to our labors, we need all 
the multiplication of graces we can 
get. We have less time to merit 
for heaven.

A Vital Difference 


There is a difference, you ‘see, 
between a Catholic paper and a 
paper owned by Catholics. In the 
United States of 1955 such hap- 
penings as those related above 
would be unthinkable, for ours is 
now a really Catholic press. Prac- 
tically all of our weeklies are dio- 
cesan-owned and _ diocesan-ap- 
proved. All the editors work in 
close collaboration with their Bish- 
ops, and Our Sunday Visitor is 
edited by an Archbishop. 


The change did not come 
abruptly. It was a gradual devel- 
opment. A first meeting of Catho- 
lic editors was held in Chicago 
in 1893, but nothing permanent 
came of it. A later meeting at 
Columbus, Ohio in 1911 resulted 
in the formation of a Catholie 
Press Association, with an agree- 
ment among the editors to cooper- 
ate in the gathering and exchange 
of news. Then when the Bishops 
of the United States formed the 
National Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence and established a Press De- 
partment, the C.P.A. turned over 
its news service to the N.C W.C. 


NC-News has ramified until 
now, directed by Frank A. Hall, 
it has correspondents all over the 
world and supplies the Catholic 
Press with an estimated 75,000 
words of news a week, together 
with syndicated features, pictures, 
supplements at Christmas, Easter, 
and other special occasions, edi- 
torial information, a biographical 
service, and other special sources. 
It amounts to the “Associated 
Press” of the Catholic papers. Its 
annual budget runs almost $300,- 
000, made up by the subscribing 
papers. Our Sunday Visitor alone 
contributes an annual $20,000 to 
the support of NC-News. 


Bishop's Approval Needed 


Before any publication can sub- 
scribe to NC-News it must have 
at least “negative approval from

Prepare For Eucharistic Congress 


800,000 Attend Open 
Air Mass In Rio Plaza 


Rio de Janeiro, Brazil —(NC) 
~—-A glowing portent of the success 
of the 36th International Euchar- 
istic Congress to be held here in 
July was seen when 800,000 per- 
sons gathered for an open-air 
Mass in the Plaza del Congreso 
to open the Euchdristic Year of 
1955 in Brazil. 


The Mass was celebrated by His 
Emineney Jaime Cardinal de Bar- 
ros Camara, Archbishop of Rio de 
Janeiro, at a white altar placed 
under a huge shell covering from 
which glowed a lighted inscription, 
“Hail to the 36th. International 
Eucharistic Congress.” From the 
foot of the altar, powerful reflect- 
ors formed a luminous cross.

Function To Aid 
Church, State 


New York—(NC) —. The Catho- 
lic school system aims to “produce 
students who will be a credit to 
their Faith and to the great Re- 
public in which they live.”

‘ Catholic schools are not 
protest schools, Monsignor 
Hochwalt states, and they do not 
exist to divide men, but to add 
something not usually found in 
education offered by state 
schools. That is, he adds, a com- 
pletely religious curriculum in 
which all subjects are taught ac- 
cording to an integrated plan 
that is intended to fit the whole 
man for life here and hereafter. 
In 1952, he states, the Catholic 


school system had 8,880 elemen-

AMONG THOSE occupying a 
section reserved for distinguished 
participants were President Joao 
Cafe Filhio, who described the 
event as “an impressive demonstra- 
tion of the Catholic spirit of the 
Brazilian people,” and Brigadier 
Eduardo Gomes, Minister of Aero- 
nautics, who declared that “this 
great spectacle of faith rewards 
the efforts of Cardinal de Barros 
Camara and his aids to assure the 
success of the Eucharistic Con- 
gress.” 


The Mass began at 8 p.m., two 
hours after the plaza had begun 
to be filled with people. At 7 
p:m., a water-borne procession 
started from the other side of the 
Bay, in Niteroi, carrying a statue 
of Our Lady of Fatima. Mean- 
while, three processions started in 
foot toward the plaza, one made 
up of members of the armed ser- 
vices carrying flags, and the others 
consisting of workers, and a group 
of the faithful bearing a statue of 
St. Sebastian, patron saint of Rio 
de Janeiro. 


SINCE TWILIGHT, over 200 
priests had been hearing confes- 
sions in various parts of the plaza. 
After the Elevation, another 200 
priests arrived carrying Sacred 
Hosts for the thousands who re- 
ceived Holy Communion. During 
the Mass, the people joined in the 
singing of hymns.

In the Diocese of Albany, 
The Evangelist commented that

In our country a 
person may be born, baptized, 
educated, married, die—in other 
words, develop his whole life— 
within his religious beliefs with- 
out any interference, but on the 
contrary count upon the respect 
and protection of the govern- 
ment regarding these rights...” 


To the question, “How can you 
account for the Protestant propa- 
ganda being a danger in a coun- 
try where the Catholic religion is 
so extended?” The minister an- 
swered: 


“THE ANSWER is simple: the 
people to whom this sort of propa- 
ganda is directed are not the most 
cultured but plain people who pro- 
fess their Faith simply and without 
complications. On the other hand, 
the Catholic Church does not have 
enough means to carry out its 
spiritual and social labor in all the 
fields and sections as it would 
like, while the Protestant sects 
count upon abundant funds in or- 
der to carry out an attractive cam- 
maign in certain places by provid- 
ing clothes, food and even educa- 
tion to children and persons whom 
they pretend to catechize by doing 
away with their ancestors’ Faith. 


“Just think what it means to 
a plain countryman faced with 
such powerful propaganda, with- 
out suspecting that behind it all 
is the forfeiting of his religion.

Quilon, India —(NC)— The So- 
ciety for the Protection of Faith, 
an organization of Catholics here, 
has answered charges that foreign 
Christian missionaries are attempt- 
ing to establish “Christianistan” in 
India. 


“Christianistan” — a separate 
Christian state—is a word coined 
by the charge-makers to indicate a 
resemblance of the alleged move- 
ment to the demand of Indian Mos- 
lems in 1947 for a new state of 
Pakistan. 

Charges that foreign missionar- 
ies were sponsoring this movement

Its president urged 
Hindus to oppose with all their 
might the conversion activities of 
Christian missionaries. . 

Replying to these allegations, the 
Quilon society said that the Ma- 
hasabha leaders were trying to set 
the majority Hindu community 
against Christians with the inten- 
tion of destroying the religious 
freedom of minorities. It pointed 
out that the harmful effects of this 
poli were already evident in 
North India, where a section of the 
Hindus, blinded by the Mahasabha 
campaign, have unleashed violence

Coming Enrollment Boom To 
Hit Small Colleges Hardest

This is the view expressed by 
Father Alfred F. Horrigan, presi- 
dent of Bellarmine College in 
Louisville, Ky., in an article in 
The Commonweal magazine. 


BY 1965, Father Horrigan wrote, 
it has been estimated that the 
number of young people of college 
age will have increased by 46 per 
cent from today’s figures, and by 
1970, will have soared 70 per cent 
higher than the present number, 
making a total of 13,609,831 in 
comparison with today's 7,967,556. 


The next few years should be 
considered the calm before the 
storm, the educator said. Small 
colleges, those which now enroll 
less than 750 students, must be- 

in to get themselves in trim 
or the severe tests which lie 
ahead, he wrote. 


One move the small eames 
must make, he continued, is to 
narrow the course of studies and 
not to try to be all things to all 
men. This should be done both 
for the sake of economics involved 
and for adequate academic stand- 
a move ex- 
cludes some potential students, it 
is a clear-cut choice between the 


common good and a private good, 
he added. 


FATHER HORRIGAN said the 
key problem of the small Catholic 
college has always been money. 
The need for expansion sharpens 
the urgency of this problem, he 
wrote. 


It will be necessary to use 
more lay teachers because most 
religious communities and dio- 
ceses are not going to be able 
to match the coming boom of 
enrollments, Father Horrigan 
wrote. This will mean more 
money will be needed for sal- 
aries and other needs. 


The college president suggested 
some steps small Catholic colleges 
might take are to sharpen up their 
long-range fund-raising campaign, 
improve their public relations and 
set up an Alumni Fund. He also 
recommended the schools join 
groups banded together to solicit 
corporation gifts.
